Radio Club Inc ?.Who Are members ?%. I 
have not attended a meeting for over a 
year,am I still considered a member ¢, 
These and many other questions does not 
enter the individuals mind unless he or 
she is elected to. office. 

To become a member,it is relatively easy, 
fill out a application,have a fellow 
member to endors it,attend at least two 
meetings and get your certificate of 
membership. 

This is quite complicated compaired to 
the procecure used in the early 40's. 
One was a active member by simply stat- 
ing that he was interested in amateur 
radio,from then on it was up to you,you 
could attend once a year or stay home a 
year and still be a active member. 

Many ways were tryed to correct this 
situation without hurtine the individuals 
feelings. 

Prior to incorpnerating in 1961,the offi- 
cers adovted the use of member applicat- 
ions. On approval of the apvlicant,you 
are asSicned a number.On file with your 
Secretary is a cross index of members 
by number and call. 

When a member knowingly has moved from 
this area,his number will be re-issued. 
Should he return a new number will be 
assigned to him. 

Remember your number,as is used for door 
prize drawings each meeting night. 

Our roster is 162 assigned numbers. 
From this we rate a average attendance 
of 40.Not bad considering that this 
average is made up from about 70% of 

our active members. 

How about the inactive members ?.Do they 
want to remain a member ? It has been 
proposed,that once a year,a duplicate 
card be mailed.ito all members that fail 
to register at least twice a year. 
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Should this card fail to return within 
a reasonable leneth of time,;the member 
would automatically removed.
